PENSION BUREAU BUSINESS. 


Commissioner 
Lochren 
Reports on ' Six 


Months, Work. 


WASHINGTON, 1>. C., Sept. 22.—A 


statement prepared at the Pension Bu- 
reau shows that since March 4,1893, the 
total number of pensions granted was 
55,399. Of these, 4128 were issued since 
August 28,1893, and comprise 17)2 origi- 
nals and 1497 increases. Of the originals 
issued to soldiers of the late war, 326 
were for disabilities contracted in the 
service and in line of duty, and 316 were 
issued under the act of June 27,1890. 
The uurnber issued for disabilities con- 
tracted in the service was, therefore, 20 
in excess of those issued under the De- 
pendent Act. 


The Uoard of Revision is now dispos- 


ing of an average of about 1600 cases 
per week of those suspended under the 
recent orders of the Bureau. At this 
rate, it is estimated that practically all 
of those hereafter suspended will be dis- 
posed of by October 10. It is also esti- 
mated that at least 75 per cent, of those 
suspended will be retained on the rolls, 
though not all of them at their old rates 
of pension. 


But with this large number of pen- 


sions restored, Commissioner Lochren 
estimates that the amount appropriated 
lor this year will be enough, and that the 
only deliciency appropriations required 
will be $300,000 for special examiners 
and another appropriation for the fees 
and expenses of examining surgeons. 
The totals for the year 1895 are given as 
follows: For pensions, $100,000,000; for 
surgeons' fees, $2,000,000; for salaries of 
pension agenta, $72,000; for clerk hire 
at pension agencies, $500,000; for con- 
tingent expenses, $59,570; to al, $162 - 
(131,570. 


In regard to the suspension of Order 


164, Commissioner Lochren says: "In 
cases where it was believed that a pen- 
sion could not be sustained, and another 
medical examination was thought neces- 
sary, the payment of the pension was 
ordered to be suspended pending investig- 
ation, according to the practice of tiie 
Bureau from the beginning; and at the 
proper time the usual 60-day notice was 
given to the pensioner, within which he 
could ask for a medical examination or 
supply further evidence of his right to 
his pension. 


"This practice of the Bureau, always 


followed, is the correct practice. 
It is 


not the withdrawal or taking away of a 
pension, but tlie temporary withholding 
of its payment where it appears to be

Upon your suggestion that even this 
temporary withholding might work hard- 
ship where, upon the face of the papers, 
it appears that the pensioner is entitled 
to at least some less rating, the practice 
has been modified and changed as to the 
eases under this act, so far that suspen- 
sions of payment pending the fiO days are 
only ordered when on the face of the 
papers it appears priina [facie that the 
pensioner is notentitled to any pension." 


Precedence is no longer given to cases 


under the act of June 27,1890, but claims 
for pension under the prior laws, for dis- 
abilities of sen-ice origin, are nowadjudi- 
eated in their order, where the evidence 
is complete. So far from holding back 
this class of claims, the Commissioner 
thinks they should have precedence, as 
being older and more meritorious. 


lie calls attention to the act prohibit- 


ing the payment of pensions to non-res- 
idents, who are not citizens of 
the 


United States, except for actual disabi- 
lities incurred in the service, and asks 
that it be repealed. If all non-residents, 
he says, were refused payment of pen- 
sion, some plausible argument might be 
made in support of such policy; but none 
can be urged in favor of this law, which, 
while giving annoyance to all, strikes 
only the most helpless. 


The number of pensioners on the rolls 


June30, 1892, was 876,068. During the 
year since that date 121,630 new pension- 
ers were put upon the rolls; 2004 who 
had previously been dropped were re- 
stored; and 33,690 were dropped for 
death and other causes. The net increase 
of pensioners during the year was SO,- 
!>H; and. on June 30, 1893, the number 
of pensioners on the roily was 960,012. 


Good Man for the Bench. 


AVhat is generally pronounced an ex- 


cellent selection has been made by Presi- 
dent Cleveland in the nomination of 
William B. Hornblower, of New York, 
to be an associate of the United 
States supreme 
court, vice Samuel 


lilatchford, deceased. 
Mr. Ilornblower 


is one of the ablest members of the bar 
of the metropolis. 


His great-grandfathers were both sign- 


era of the Declaration of Indcpendance. 
His grandfather was chief justice of 
New Jersey, and the late Justice Brad- 
ley, of the United States supreme court, 
was an uncle. Mr. Hornblower's father 
was an eminent divine, who after study- 
ing law, decided to become a clergyman, 
while the son after i-tudying for the 
ministry, became a lawyer. lie is a 
native of New Jersey and 42 years old, 
being, witli one exception, the youngest 
man ever appointed to the Uii'ted 
States supreme bench. The appoint- 
ment was wholly unsolicited and came 
as a surprise to Mr. Hornblower. It is 
understood that President Cleveland 
made the selection entirely on his own 
knowledge of the man and his ability 
without the usual recommendations and 


ALT.KNTOIVN, Pa., Sept.2C.-Thegen- 


eral assembly of the Democratic societies 
of Pennsylvania was called to order in 
its fifth annual convention at 10.50 
o'clock this morning by its president, 
Chauncey F. Black. For half an uour 
before that time the academy of music 
rang with cheers lor the Democratic 
leaders, and a tremendous ovation greet- 
ed Vice President Stevenson when he 
entered the hall. The town had been 
alive from earliest dawn with bands and 
newly arriving delegates, and 2,000 peo- 
ple filled the hall at the opening of the 
convention. President Black immedia- 
tely delivered an admirable address, 
whieh was punctuated with thundering 
applause. 


I'UKSIBENT r.LACK's ADDRESS. 


In calling the assembly to order, Gov- 


ernor Black dwelt at length upon the 
condition of the Democratic party local- 
ly and nationally, openin; with a tribute 
to National Chairman Harrity "under 
whose steady guidance and in a large 
measure in consequence of it, the signal 
victoryin 1892 was accomplished." 
"At 


the bottom" he said "Pennsylvania is 
Democratic," and given a truly secret 
ballot, he predicted there would never 
be another conflict wortli speaking of be- 
tween the monopolies and the people of 
Pennsylvania. "We are bound at all 
events," he declared, "to gain by the 
continuous and permanent advance of 
the parly elsewhere. The time is here 
when New England and tbe great west 
and the restored south put their peremp- 
tory veto upon the policy which robs the 
farm, tlie workshop and the home, to 
gorge the treasuries of the monopolies. 
A revision of the tariff on constitutional 
lines, the restoration of a sound currency 
of gold and silver, in accordance with 
the Chicago and this year's Ilarrisb'irg 
platforms, will reduce the protected few, 
•\\hose means liave hitherto been pouied 
out to protect their special privileges, to 
the common level of ourselves and masses 
of the people. For the first time iu a 
generation all political brunches of the 
Jpdera! government are democratic, and 
incomplete accord. Elected under ex- 
ceptional circumstarices.Presideut Cleve- 
land is under no obligation or necessity 
to compromise with a wring in auv quar- 
ter. He is subject to none of the "limita- 
tions of 1885. He need notconsider one 
state or another unless he sees fit. 
He is

The Centennial of the Capitol. 


When the original corner stone of the 


Federal Capitol waslaid at Washington 
•September 18,1793, by President Wash- 
ington, just one hundred years ago, the 
Federal Union had been established four 
years and the governing powers of the 
republic had barely broken ground on 
the great high-way now timing with 
epochs and distinctive eventa-so many 
mile posts in the history of the nation 
itself. This is the centennial occasion, 
Washington introduces to the attention 
of the country, and bids it pause a brief 
period while some of the accomplish- 
ments and deeds of the past marshal in 
review. 


The birth of the nation's Capitol with 


Masonic ceremonies was the beginning 
of a building that has had many changes 
and passed through many vicissitudes. 
The result isa growth generally acknowl- 
edged one of the finest pieces of architec- 
ture in the world. Perhaps the best 
demonstration of the progress of the re- 
public since the time the Federal Union 
began to assert its right as a peer among 
the nations of the earth down to the 
present time is found in figures that tell 
a wonderful story. Comparison and fact 
are potential forces in every centennial 
anniversary. They are grandeur and 
glory indeed as applied to the Capitol 
Centennial in which many thousands 
will eneage. 


In 1793 there were 15 States and in 1893 


there are 44. A population of 3,929.328 
has increased to 67,186,000, occupying an 
area of 3,580,805 square miles, which in 
the original was 805,461. Philadelphia 
was then the largest city in the United 
States, having a population of 43.520, 
JiewYork coming second with 33,121, 
lioston 18,038 and Baltimore 13503 
Chicago, San Francisco, Milwaukee,

The silver Senators are far out-lord- 


ing the Lords. President Cleveland's 
currency policy was known to the coun- 
try before Ills first election. He main- 
tained it firmly all through his first ad- 
ministration. He was elected a second 
time and it was known then, that he still 
adhered to it. The country has twice 
indorsed it, and the popular house lias 
approved it by a decisive majority.

the silver Senators presume to go on re- 
sisting it, and have taken to "the cour- 
tesy of the Senate" as a last ditch. 


The majority of the Senate is opposed 


to cloture, but what a humiliation it

SEC. i'. That whenever after the pas- 


sage o£ this act the market value of six 
hundred and eighteen and three-fourths 
grains of standard silver shall equal or 
exceed in value twenty-five and eight- 
ten ths grains of gold the coinage of stand- 
ard silver dollars shall begin and con- 
tinue under tlie provisions of this act 
until the market bullion value of said 
standard silver dollars shall fall to a 
point more than five per centum below 
tlie gold dollar when the coinage of silver 
shall cease until tliej latio shall be re- 
stored. 


SEC. 3. That all gold and silver coins 


of tlie United States of the value of one 
dollar and upward shall be a legal-tender 
for all debts, public and private, and be 
interchangeable at the Treasury at the 
will of the holder, and the credit of the 
Government of the United States is 
hereby pledged to maintain this inter- 
cnangeable relation of said coins.

•jQ,S,024. Washington was satisfied with 
209 post office appointments, while 
Cleveland has 97,119 at his disposal. 
The revenue from post offices then was 
$104,747 and expenditures $72,040. 
The 


revenue is $75,989,100 and the expendi- 
tures $81,529,543. There were 19 col- 
leges then and .397 now. Public schools 
were among the unknown, along with 
railroads, the telegraph and telephone. 
In public schools alone for the year 1893 
there are 13,010,139 pupils enrolled, with 
309 034 teachers in charge. 


Comparisons could be continued al- 


most indefinitely, but the picture is 
complete as it is. Tne 174,750 miles of 
railroad now alone shows the marvelous 
development made since the 5,043 miles 
of postroad accommodated the travel of 
the country m 1793. We are a great na- 
tion and a great people, republic with an 
ever-rising sun, a people prosperous and 
happy, a union of States one aud iusep- 
erable. This is a day indeed for glory 
and gratulation. "Old Hundred" is the 
popular air as never before —"Praise God 
from whom all blessings flow."—Plula 
Times.

"In music," said tlie prince among 
other tilings, "I am unfortunaly not 
your equal, In the multitude of things 
1 was compelled to study in my youth 
music was neglected. But despite that 
I love it. [ am thankful to music be- 
cause it helped me so effectually in un- 
political efforts.

"The sound of tiie German song won 


the hearts. I count it, in fact, among 
the aids which led to the success of our 
strife for union. Practical examples 
are not always easy to cite, but the first 
which I now recall is that of the Becker 
Itinesong in Ih41. The influence was 
mighty. The rapid adoption of the 
song by the people—then mostly particu- 
larists—had the effect of two army 
corps.

future. I wish to thank you for the 
a d given me by German singers in ap- 
preciating the national idea and carrying 
it beyond the borders of the Fatherland 
We should hardly have remained in such 
close relations to Vienna and 
not 


Haydn, Mozart and Beethoven lived 
there and created a bond of art between 
the Lower Rhine and Vienna. 
"Yes," added the Prince, "our rela- 


tions to our third ally, Italy, were of a 
musical nature before they'became poli- 
tical. I am;iio enemy of Italian music, 
despite my preference of the German 
school; on the contrary, 1 am an admir- 
er of it. In this sense 1 thank you as 
the guardians of music—continue to cul- 
tivate it. The German can not resist the 
effect of soug. lie is in the proper 
humor when he hears music. 


"It is a fortunate thing that our rul- 


ing families are not enemies, bnt culti- 
vators, of music. This art would not 
have reached so high a state of perfec- 
tion in our country had it not always 
been cultivated by the ruling families."

A CLEAT! STATEMENT OF TIIE ri'.ESl- 


DEST'S VIEWS ON TIIE FINANCIAL 


QUESTION. 


Governor Jforthen, of Georgia, re- 


cently wrote to the President, asking 
him for a more comprehensive utterance 
on the financial question. In reply Mr. 
Cleveland replied as follows: 


EXECUTIVE MANSION, Washington 


D. C.. Sept. 25.—Hon. J. W. Northen— 
My Dear Sir: I hardly know how to 
reply toyour letter of the loth inst. It 
seems to me that I am quite plainly on 
record concerning the financial question. 
My letter accepting the nomination to 
the Presidency, when read in connection 
with the message lately sent to Congress 
in extraordinary session, appears to me 
very explicit. I want a currency that 
is stable and safe in the hands of our 
people. I will not knowingly be impli- 
cated in a condition that will justly 
make me in the least degree answerable 
to any laborer or farmer in the United 
States for a shrinkage in the purchasing 
power of the dollar he has received for 
a full dollar's worth of work, or for a 
eond dollar's worth of product of his 
toil. 


1 not only want our currency to be of 


such a character that all kinds of dollars 
will be of equal purchasing power at 
home, but 1 want it to be of such a 
character as will demonstrate abroad 
our wisdom and good faith, thus plac- 
ing us upon a firm foundation and credit 
among the nations of the earth. I want 
our financial conditions and the laws re- 
lating to our currency safe and reassur- 
ing that those who have money will 
spend and invest it in business and new 
enterprises instead of hoarding it. 
You 


cannot, cure fright by calling it foolish 
and unreasonable, and you cannot pre- 
vent the frightened man from hoarding 
Ms money. I want good, sound and 
stable money, and a condition of confi- 
dence that will keep it in use. 


Witb'n tl>e limits of what I have writ- 


ten I am a friend of silver, but I believe 
its proper place in our currency can only 
be fixed by a readjustment of onr cur- 
rency legislation and the inauguration 
of a consistant and comprehensive finan- 
cial scherr-e. I think such a thing can 
only be enterad upon profitably and 
hopefully after the repeal ot the law 
which is charged with all our financial 
woes. In the present state of the public 
mind this law cannot be built upon nor 
patched in such a'way as to relieve the 
situation. 


I au,, therefore, opposed to the free 


and unlimited coinage of silver by this 
country alone and independently, and 1 
am in favor of the immediate and un- 
conditional repeal of the purchasing 
clause of the so-called Sherman law. 


I c mfess I au astonished by the op 


position in the Senate to such prompt 
action as would relieve the present un- 
fortunate situation. 


My daily prayer is that the delay oc- 


casioned by such opposition may not be 
the cause of plunging the country into 
deeper depression than it has yet known. 
and that the Democratic party may not 
be justly held responsible for such -i 
catastrophe.

THE fodder cutter is one of the most 


useful and important implements on the 
farm. It ia not used as much as it 
should be, for it demands hard work if 
there is no power to be obtained, but it 
will enable the farmer to use a large 
amount of coarse food that is usually 
wasted. The fodder cutter should be 
kept in constant use during tbe winter. 


IT is believed by some farmers that no 


harm will be done wheat if the cows 
graze on it for a short time after the 
wheat is well on in growth, but as there 
is always a liability of damage when the 
ground is somewhat soft it should be 
avoided. The young plants are very 
watery, and may cause looseness of the 
bowels which may also affect the flow of 
milk. 
Experiments that have been 


made in that direction show that the 
wheat is in no manner benetitted by 
allowing cattle to graze upon it. 


HAVE a place for every tool or imple- 


meut used on the farm, and store it 
under shelter during the winter, first 
giving the parts that are composed of 
iron a coating of kerosene as a protection 
against rust, while the parts composed 
of wood should be well rubbed with 
linseed oil. 


IT is well known that in tbe late 


fall, when the cows are taken from the 
pasture, and put upon dry food, there 
is usually a shrinkage of the milk sup- 
ply. This happens nearly always when 
there is a complete change of food. As 
frost may now appear at any time it is 
better to begin with dry food now 
allowing a small quantity at first, and 
gradually increasing the dry ration so as 
to prepare the cows for the change 
which will soon be necessary and which 
cannot be avoided. 


IT is not so far off from Thanks- 


giving, hence the turkeys need atten- 
tion at this season. Those intended for 
market should receive a meal at the 
barnyard at night, and later on they 
should receive food twice a day, so as to 
bave them in a fat condition when the 
time arrives for their slaughter. 


WHETHER lightning rods are a pro- 


tection or injury on the farmjs a sub- 
ject worthy the attention of scientists. 
There is a diversity oi views on the 
matter, and more light is needed by 
those interested. Much depends on the 
connections, as is known, but whether 
the rods prevent lightning from doing 
injury entirely or not is yet to be settled. 


DOES it pay to buy fertilizers when 


you can grow clover sod that is estimat- 
ed to-be worth $12 per acre for that pur- 
pose ? Remember that besides the sod, 
you get a hay crop that is clear profit. 


OVERFEEDING and underfeeding both 


lead to the same end—a reduction of 
the profits. Underfeedingntuntsgrowth, 
and overfetiliug is a waste of food and 
of time. Never place before an animal 
more than it will eat up clean, with any 
intermission 
to consider whether it 


wants it all. 


WASTEFUL feeding increases the cost 


of the animal. See that you feed in 
such a way that the food placed before 
an animal is consumed, and not dragged 
down and fouled under foot. We have 
been in stables where the cows bedded 
themselves with good clover hay. Com- 
fortable, but expensive. 


LAUD long left to grass and natnra 


herbage or in wood becomes richer in 
nitrogen; that under tillage poorer. In 
the soil of forest there is said to be no 
nitrates. From drained lands under til- 
lage there is considerable animal loss of 
nitrates, and drained lands in pasture 
and meadow also lose nitrogen as ni 
trates, although there is accumulation 
of nitrogen at the surface in the humus 
(decayed vegetable matter). 


DRONES live a shorter time than 


workers. Kept in a queenless hive they 
may live three or four months. Being 
_useless, except for mating purposes, the 
workers won get rid of them. It is sup- 
posed that whc-j. their usefulness is at 
an end, they are driven out to perish, 
but it may be that they live out their 
alloted time and in the throes of death 
tae workers take them out to die. 


IT is useless to try to make a poor 


cow over into a good one by extra feed- 
ing of grain. It will only fatten her and 
then she will be fit for the fate due all 
poor cows-to go to the butcher. There 
is a limit to which every cow may be 
brought by feeding. If it is not at least 
£50 pounds of butter per year, turn the 
cow into beef and replace her with 
another. This is the time of year that 
cows have chapped and sore teats. 
Vaseline 
is recommended. 
Grease 


them every milking till they are well. 
Mutton tallow and kerosene, two parts, 
to one, for winter use, is as good, esp* 
dally if a few drops of carbolic acid be 
added to each half-pound. To prepare 
the "ointment" melt the tallow and 
stir in the oil while it is cooling. 


THE small farmer will be a greater 


factor in our agriculture during the 
next generation that he has been 
in the past. We are developing a wide

Seasonable Recipes. 


Hot Sauce.—Scald and peel 24 ripe 


tomatoes; add 10 peppers, cut fine; two 
quarts of vinegar, one onion, two table- 
spoonfuls of salt, one-half cup of sugar 
one tablespoonful of allspice, one table- 
spoonful of cloves, one tablespoonful of 
cinnamon, and boil three hours or until 
the moisture becomes thick. 


Ohio Catsup.—Three dozen cucum- 


bers, eight onions, chopped fine; sprinkle 
with half pint of salt, place them in a 
colander and let them drain for eight 
hours; add one teacupful of mustard 
seed, one-half cup of pepper; put all in 
a jar and cover with vinegar. 


To Keep Cider Sweet.—Put in a bar- 


rel of cider one quart of mustard seed 
in a cloth bag. Another way is to get 
of your druggist a preparation of lime 
specially prepared for the purpose, using 
one-lialf ounce to each 10 gallons of 
cider. First mix the lime with a little 
cider to the consistency of cream, shake 
the barrel well after putting it in, and 
after five days draw off the cider into 
another barrel. 


Crystallized Pear.—Use only abso- 


lutely perfect fruit, because the cores 
are to remain intact. For a dozen pears 
beat the whites of two fresh eggs only 
until they are liquid and smooth, and 
sift a large dish of confectioners' sugar. 
Leave stems on the pears and peel them 
very thin and smoothly. When peeled 
hold each one by the stem, roll it in 
the beaten egg until all parts are moist- 
ened, then in the sugar, to thoroughly 
cent the entire surface, and dry the 
pears upon a large dish. If the first ap- 
plication of the egg and sugar does not 
cover the fruit repeat it. To serve the 
fruit arrange it upon a glass or china 
dish for desert. 


Halted C/iicken.—An appetizing way 


to eook chicken is to cut it in pieces, as 
if for a fricassee. Dip the pieces in 
beaten egg and then in fine bread 
crumbs. Season with salt, pepper and 
minced parsley. Put them in the drip- 
ping pan with bits of butter over them, 
and a little water in the pan. Bake 
slowly until they are done. Put the 
chicken upon a hot dish, make a rich 
gravy of the contents of the pan and 
pour over them. 
Garnish the dish 


with parsley. 


JVborffe Soup.—Take four ounces of 


flour, very little salt and two yolks of 
eggs, with which make tolerably firm 
paste. Roll it out very thin taking care 
to sprinkle some (lour on the table 
so that the paste does not stick. Fold 
it in two, cut it in very thin slices of 
about an inch long and blanch them in 
cold water 10 minutes, after which put 
in cold water for a moment, drain and 
serve in three pints of boiling consomme. 


Fuleral Cake.—One pound of flour, 


cue pound of sugar, half a pound of 
butter, five eggs, one teacup of cream, 
one glass of brandy, the grated peel of 
one lemon, a little mace, and one pound 
ot fruit. 
— 


Vermicelli Soup.—Boil a shin of veal 


in four quarts of water. Skim it very 
carefully, then put in one onion, one 
carrot and a turnip, not cut up, and boil 
three hours. Add salt, two cups of 
vermicelli and boil an hour and a half 
longer. Eemove the bone and vege- 
tables and serve. 


Corn PtuMiny.—Score one dozen ears 


of corn down through the centre of each 
grain, then press out the contents. Add 
one teaspoont'ul of salt, one-quarter 
teaspoonful of pepper and a pint of 
milk. 
Separate four engs, beat the 


whiles until they are very stiff, then 
beat the yolks, add them to the whites 
and beat again. Stir this mixture care- 
fully into the first, turn into a greased 
Hat baking dish and bake in a moderate- 
ly quick oven until a nice brown and 
thoroughly set—about twenty-five min- 
utes. Shake it and if the centre seems 
firm the pudding is done. If you cook 
a moment too long it will curdle and 
become watery. 


How 
TO DARN STOCKINGS.—The 


secret of successful darning stockings 
lies in "running" the thread of the darn- 
in cotton so far on each side of the hole 
that it does not immediately fray and 
pull out of the goods. 
Take a long 


thread of darning cotton to begin with 
and run it at least half an inch along the 
goods on each side of the hole. Con- 
tinue this until the hole is snugly cover- 
ed. Sow cross these threadsin theregu- 
lar darning style, taking care that the 
same precaution is observed. A large 
hole requires a patch. Such holes al- 
most always occur in the heel, so that 
in treating of the method of mending 
them it is safe to take the heel for a 
model. 


From the leg of an old stocking cut a 


kite shaped piece about 5 inches long 
and 4 inches across. Turn the stocking 
wrong-aide out and lay the kite upon the 
heel so that the long pointed end runs up 
the back of the leg and the lowerround- 
ed part is at the base of tBe heel. 
"Hun" down the center of the kite with 
a stout linen thread, taking rather large 
loose stitches. Now "run" in the same 
way across the kite shaped piece, letting 
the thread be very slack. Next sew the 
patch tightly to the heel by stitching it 
around the outside. If deftly done, 
there will be neither wrinkle nor crease 
Patches made of material other than 
bits of old stockings are apt to be harsh.
